Imputing Motives- 

Membora and cmissarios of tho Gov- 
ernment have, during Uio past few days, 
lioon industriously ongaged in endeavor- 
ing to persuade t bo people that, in their 
opposition to tho dock scheme, Messrs. 
McOeight and Kobortson are solely 
moved by a desire for oQieo. In a former 
article wo stated that it would bo gener- 
ally eoneedod that Mi-. MeCroight is tho 
Inst member oE the Honao to bo suspect- 
ed of anything of tho kind, that it was 
veil understood bo would not aceopt 
ollico if offered it. Wo also stated that 
M*. Kobortson was offered by tho present 
Premier, and pressed to accept, the very 
position now held by Mr. Walkom, a oir- 
oumstanuo whioh constituted a tolerably 
conclusive answer to tho accusation. 
Having learned that Messrs. Walkom and 
Beaveu have been especially busy in the 
promulgation of tho accusation, we feel 
justiiied in adverting to certain circum- 
stances calculated to show that these two 
worthies are the very last mon who should 
have ventured to impute such motives. It 
bo remembered that Mr- Walkeru 
was a member of the late administration, 
and that, so strong was his desire for 
ollice, that he eagerly accepted a port- 
folio from the leader of the party by whom 
tho Ministry had been defeated, and took 
a seat jn a Government pledged to a dif- 
ferent policy. IS T ay. there is too much 
reason for believing that his eagerness 
for ollice led liim into tho com mission of 
a crinio wbieli, in a Minister, is akin to 
treas-.on in a soldier, via.: opening secret 
negotiations with the Opposition for the 
purpose of securing his owe seltish ends, 
before tho Ministry of which he was a 
member was defeated! And this is the ac- 
cuser of men who scornfully refusnd 
proffered portfolios! Could greater in- 
delicacy, more sublime impudence well 
be imagined? Then, look at Mr. Heaven. 
It is true, lie was not a member of the 
McCreight Administration; but he was 
the nest thing to it — a blind, thick-ami - 
thin supporter; and yet, on its defeat, ho 
was tbo first to throw himself into the 
arms of the enemy and stipulate for place 
and plunde-, at the sacrifice of all politi- 
cal principles and decency. These are 
tho men who are so very ready to impugn 
the motives of their betters! Probably 
they are only measuring other people's 
corn iu their onji bushels. Will these two 
worthies inform tho public what motive 
induced Messrs. McCreight and Robert- 
son to oppose the sham dock scheme of 
last session? ■, There is only ouo answer. 
These gentlemen saw that it tat* a sham, 
asit has affile proved tobe. And now tiny 
opnoso tho present scheme for n like 
reason. They feel convinced that it, too. 
will fail. Has it not half failed already? 
Where is the Admiralty aid. so confident- 
ly promised in the Governor's speech? It 
has vanished, and — 

1 "LlSe'the baseless fabric of a vision, 
Ix'im-B not s vfrack behind." 

And so will tho pretended Canadian grant 
vanish— not all, perhaps, but certainly all 
save tho bare market value of tho treaty 
guarantee. We are aware how anxiously 
tho people of Victoria and Esquimalt de- 
sire to see tho long-talked- of graving 
dock assume a practical and tangible 
form; but surely to support a transparent 
and pidpablo sham cannot be the way 
to attain that desirable object. Let them 
guard against permitting reason to he 
blinded by desire. Wo will take; the pub- 
lic into onr couhdence.and tell them what 
possibly they may not be aware of: The 
dock scheme of last session was supported by 
opponents of the doc A', became if was a sham. 
Tnepresent scheme will receive more than 
one vutu on the same principle! What think 
yon of that Esquimalters? What think 
you, Victorians? Is it possible that Bar- 
Ham uttered atruism when ho said, "peo- 
ple like to bo humbugged? " 

The Adjournment. 

"When the Government found itself 
too weak to resist the adjournment of 
tho debate on tho Address tho Attor- 
ney-General contended and then im- 
plored for a respite of twenty-two 
days! When refused that, he bogged 
that when the House- resumed on the 
Tith pros., it would consent to u 
further adjournment of the debate, 
provided ho should succeed in adduc- 
ing good and sufficient reasons there- 
fore. Itistobo presumed that the 
House will at all times be prepared to 
grant an adjournment upon good and 
sufficient reasons; but tbat the Attor- 
ney-General shall bo in a position to 
present such on the hftuis rather more 
than problematical. Let us examine 
for a little the proposition to adjourn 
till the 15th oi January. The Govei u- 
ment called the House together for 
the dispatch of business on tiie 18th 
December. In doing that, it must be 
assumed that the Government was rea- 
dy for business. The absence of tho 
Premier cannot, therefore, fairly be 
urged now as a reason for delaying the 
Businessof the country, first, because 
he had no right to bo away, and, se- 
condly, because it must have been 
kao,\u at the time the House was call- 
ed together that lie would no;, ho lieie. 
But look at it from another point of 
view: The Hovse is called together 
on the 18th, and, without doing any 
business, it is asked to adjourn till the 
middle- of January for the Premier to 
gufc here. Suppose the House had 
yielded to tho pleadings of the Gov- 
ormnent and members hart pooketed 
twenty-two days' pay for doing no- 
thing, what then r Jf tho Premier did 
arrive, what good could he do and how 
long would he stay ? In sober earnest, 
is it not altogether too much to expect 
British Columbia to dance attendance 
on Amor DeGosmos? Is tho business 
of the country to be done hurriedly,' 
ami therefore, crudely, or left'undono 
to suit his eonvonionco and gratify his 
ambition to occupy two seats divided 
Jjy a continent?

THE GOVERNMENT DOCK 
SCHEME I 



Mass Meeting at Alkainbra 
Hall ! 

Alhanibro Hall was crowded to its ut- 
most oapacity last night, by one of the 
most resMoctublu ami attentive audiences 
it has over held. The meeting was culled 
by Messrs. MoOreight, Trimble and Duck, 
in response to a requisition served upon 
the City Members to meet their constitu- 
ents to explain and discuss the merits of 
tho Government Dry Dock scheme now 
before tho Local House. Mr. Beaveu, 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works, 
declined to sign the same paper with his 
colleagues; but issuod u sort of indepen- 
dent manifesto promising to meet the 
electors at tho satno time and place. 

Capt. Coopor moved that Mr. Dalby, 
Mayor, take tha Chair, which being car- 
riod, that gentleman aaoendod" the plat- 
form. Mr. J. W. Carey was then ap- 
pointed Secretary. 

Tho Major having bespoke a fair hear- 
ing for th'3 speakers, invited tho City 
Member* to come upon tho stand. Messrs 
Puck aud Beaven were received with 
/aint cheers. The reeoptioo of the Hon. 
Speaker (Dr. Trimble) was prolonged and 
hoarty. Mr. MeCuight received an ova- 
tion of cheers, which must have proved 
highly gratifying to that worlliy gentle- 
man's foeliugs. 

The Secretary then road tho Inquisi- 
tion and Reply. 

Mr. McCroight, as tho senior member 
f»r tho city, returned thanks for tho kind 
manner in which ho had been received 
this ovoning, and said that, since ho was 
returned two vcars ago at tho tho head of 
tho poll ho had endeavored to do his whole 
duty by his„constituents. The hou. gen- 
tleman plunged atouc.e into tho question 
at issue stating tho Government scheme 
proposed to surreudor some !?4S,0u0 a 
year forever in return for tho sum of 
#945.000 to bo paid down by the Domini- 
on Government. This was ihe tine point. 
When one went to borrow ho first consi- 
dered whether tho works were reproduc- 
tive. If he were satistied that they were, 
he would merely bo exchanging hiscapitul. 
But if they were unproductive here would 
bo room "for very serious thought be- 
fore embarking therein. As regards 
the Eiijuimalt Dry Dock it was well 
understood that it would not bo produc- 
tive for vears. If you invest money in 
roads, trails and bridges capital would 
not by a certainty bo iucieasoil thereby. No 
one should think of borrowing money 
uutii ho was satistied that the undertak- 
ing would boa good one (Hear). Ho gave 
as a leaf from tho book of his own oihcial 
experience that tho requisitions sent in 
by rnombers of the various Districts 
amounted to §500.000 or §(3J0,0J0. As 
there was only $200,000 in the Govern- 
ment's hands for the purpose, thefl ■ c't- 
mands had to bo cut down; but if there 
were a well with §950,000 at their backs, 
raised by the means proposed by tins 
Government, ho a.iked ins bearers to ima- 
gine how long it would last(clieers). Nut 
more than two years and at the cud of 
those two years there would be rflH.OUO to 
raise by additional taxation (cheers) . 'i'lie 
Terms of Union provided a guarantee 
by thej Dominion Government uf 5 per 
cent, for ton years for the purpose of 
buildings Dry Dock at Esqniinalt. The 
third year was now slipping over and no- 
thing had as yetj|be:eri done. Mr. DeCos- 
mos, our Premier, had asked the Domin- 
ion Promier (Mr. Mackenzie; for £50,000 
in cash, in lieu of that guarantee which 
- lie (Mr. MoCreight) held meant the amont 
only of X - 2S,0U0. Tt was unfortunate 
that Mr. DeCosmos' letter to Mr. Macken- 
zie was not published. Perhaps there 
■was none (great -laughter.) liu onld 
only read Mr. MeKenzie'a reply, which 
promised' 'Mi eguixeleut' for the guarantee. 
No sum was mentioned ; but the equiva- 
lent wa3£'28,000. The letter was a very de- 
plomatic one. The cry of tboRefoim Party 
had always been that we had got too good 
terms; and besides Canada bad her hands 
full in many otherdiiecticns— she had to 
be just before she was generous. (Cheers) 
AVhy did not some member of tin; Gov- 
ernment telegraph to Ottawa to ask whe- 
ther they intended to give us Xj'J.OiKj or 
not. (cheers.) If bo were to answoryes, 
ho (Mr. MoCreight) would withdraw his 
opposition, (cheer's.) But lie was of 
opinion that the actuaries would report 
that the value was X'iS.OUO. Then this 
Government would say there was no use 
in going on with tiie work with such a 
small sum and another year would 
belost. [Hoar, hear J In conclusion 
ho begged his hearers to con- 
sider fcwoll before they gave their 
assent to borrowing so large a sum of 
money because, would not tho Province 
• have to pay lor it at the rate of 848,000 a 
year aud lojo\that amount uf the subsidy 
in tho end ? Ho was sure that if this 
scheme was nUoVted, at least another 
year would bo losV Already tho North- 
ern Paciiio Railroad Co. asking lor a 
guarantee from tho U. S. Govrrnment to 
build a dock at Tacoma and if they start- 
ed that first, good bye to tho Esquimalt 
Dock (hoar). The Canidian Government 
would get tho money at 1 per cent, and 
sell it to us at 5 per cent. The scheme 
under which ho would propose to build 
the dock would bo to raise £30,000 the 
.first year: £30,000 tho 2d year; and£40.000 
tho third year. .Por ten years t here would 
bono interest for this Province to pay, 
booause the Dominion Government would 
pay it at tho rato of 5 pt r cent, per an- 
num, At the end of ten years, which 
would bo 13 from now, if tho Province 
was not in a positiou to pay five per cent, 
por annum on 8100,000 it would bo of 
very little valuo to any ouo (prolonged 
oheoring). 

Hon. Dr. Trimble, who was received 
with great applause, said that lie occu- 
pied so peculiar a position that ho was 
vory unwilling to foreshadow the oourso 
that ho might pursue in cuso that ho had 
U> docido between the Govonuiiont and 
the Cpposition, 

Hon. MfTTSoavon oxpressod his happi- 
ness at mooting tho electors and claimed 



that tho Government were sincero in their 
deure to advance tho prosperity of the 
couutry aud to build tho Dock. He then 
proceeded to read from the Governor's 
Address tho clauses with respect to the 
Dry Dock, and asked if tho Government 
of British Columbia should accept 8250,000 
in Leu of guarantee only worth 8140,- 

000 '/ ■ If there was any places iu this Pro- 
vince that should support the Govern- 
ment on the Dry Dock scheme those 
places were Victoria and' Escpiimalt. 
(cheers.) He believed the Gorernment 
would he endorsod by tho voieo of this 
meeting. It was all very well for Mr. 
MoCreight to doubt Mr. Mackenzie's word. 
[Mr. MoCreight— No. J No doubt Mr. 
.MoCreight thought the bargain too good. 
Mr. Beaven then read from Mr. Macken- 
zie's letter and claimed that there was a 
distinct pledge that Mr. Maokenzio would 
submit tho proposition of £50,000 to Par- 
liament. Mr. McCreight's Government 
tried to build tlio dock but failed; and 
now we had something tangible to go 
upon. Wo woro going to got £50,000 
cash to starttho work with, (cheers.) Tho 
statement that booause this Goverum't had 
nearly a million dollars at their back they 
would spend it off hand was ridiculous. 
They could not touch a dollar of it 
without a vote of the House. The couu- 
try wanted progress, prosperity, aud 
if' tho money was not borrowed on some 
good terms there must bo a heavy direct 
tax on real property, and Victoria would 
bo tho greatest sufferer. Tho advance 
was a most sensible and proper one. It 
was absurd for his hou. colleagues to 
say that the Dominion Government would 
borrow at 4 per cent, and lend at 4 per 
cent., bscause the Canadian Government 
already paid 5 per cent, on its own bonds, 
lie ridiculed the sehomes of his lion, 
colleagues; it reminded kimjof a proposi- 
tion which tho hon. mombor for Esqui- 
malt (Mr. Robertson) mado last session 
in the House, in reply to a question as to 
what scheme the Jato Government 
intended to introduce for build- 
ing/a Dry Dock. Ho (Mr, hea- 
ven!) rend from tho journals of the 
Honso that gentleman's reply, which ho 
claimed was equal to trying to make 
fourteen conts pay tho interest on 
jpj'JO. (laughter.) Ho ought to have been 
finance Minister of Great Britain. These 
wore tho hon gentlemen who opposed the 
first tangible sohemo for building the 
dock. Shall we sell the guarantee for 
£230,000 cash? [ye3, no.] Tho hon. gen- 
tleman then said, wo wanted somothing 
to give us greater prosperity. [A voice— 
"Another Ministry.''] The gentleman 
now at -the head of affairs at Ottawa said 
what he meant, and meant what he said, 
aud his pledges, ho had no doubt, would 
be carried out. [choors and hisses, j 

Mr. Duck was received with mingled 
applause and hisses. Ho said that ho in- 
tended to support the Government on 
this meastiro. [prolonged hisses and 
cheers.] Ho disagreed with tho hon. 
senior member for Victoria City. Ho was 
willing to see $1)00,000 procured and scat- 
tered broadcast over the country in build- 
ing roads and bridges. He repeated that 
ho would record his voto in, tho IJouso in 
favor of this measure, [Cheers'and his- 
ses, which lasted some minutes. J 

Hon Mr. Walkem. being called for, said 
ho had come there to learn, not to in- 
struct. He felt glad that tho debate had 
been carried on in so temperate a manner 
and ho should endeavor to follow it. He 
thou attacked tho requisition which spoke 
of "surrendering." Whoever heard ot a 
Briton surrendering. (laughter.) Ho 
then proceeded to say that tho Govern- 
ment proposed to do precisely what a 
business man would do. Governments 
were bound by the same laws of business 
as mercantile men. He reviewed the Con- 
federation scheme mil showed how the 
Provinces come in and formed a Con- 
federation, and what arrangement was 
made with respect to the respective debts. 
IJ.itisli Columbia was paid live per cent, 
on the difference between her actual debt 
and her assumed debt; that is, interest on 
§054.000. Whilst giving Mr. MoCreight 
credit for honesty of purpose, be still con- 
tended that he was wrong (laughter and 
cheers.) He believed that there were en- 
terprise ami energy enough in British 
Columbia to build it up. The gentlemen 
of the Royal Navy capitalized their pay 
and ennobled themselves by entering the 

1 ranks of the busy workers. Would a siu- 
! gle man in the Province lend the Govern- 
ment money at 5 per cent. [ Voice — "Not 

I a cent."] One ton of grain carried over 
the road (New Westminster) was worth a 
j pound of gold. The hon. member said 
j that this money would bo squandered. He 
] would not trust tho people or the people's 
i representatives to spend it. Mr. Walkem 
then proceeded to eulogize the Canadian 
Premier; and then asked, if roads and 
bridges were wanted, how were we 
to get them without money ? 
If the public had any doubts respecting 
the ability or honesty of the Government 
to deal with the question before it they 
could turn them out. He believed, how- 
ever, that the Government would lie found 
equal to the occasion, especially as no 
matters requiring vast ability were likely 
to come before it; and so far as his exper- 
ience of members of tho House was that 
they were reasonable enough to deal with. 
As to tho million of dollars which was re- 
ferred to by tho senior member for Vic- 
toria City, if Government dip, od into it 
too deeply tho people could and would 
stop them, as it w on d bo their duty to do. 
Ho did not know of any road which had 
boon useless after making. The Govern- 
ment had been told that their dock 
scheme was a sham. Ho would now read 
Mr. Mackenzie's letter and ask if that 
looked like the letter of a deceitful man. 
He would explain tho word guarantee. 
It simply meant that if wo did not pay 
tho interest Canudu would. Tlifl Bole- 
gates sent to arrange tho Terms of Union 
wanted the Canadian Government to build 
tho Dry Dock: but they refused and 
would only pay 5 per cent, interest for 
ton years. The Mackonzio Government 
now promise to give £50,000 in lieu of 
that interest, ami he was iu honor bound 
to bo trno to his pledge Because he had 
promised to give us a sum" so large 
it staggered his hon. friend for Victoria. 
Was that any reason why ho should bo 
accused of ((nibbling or falsehood? 
Mr. MoCreight— He is not so charged. 
Mr. Walkem. -An equiralentfor 8250,000 
means 8250,000 with Mr. Mackon ie. The 
hou. gentleman wants tho Proviuoo to 
fall back on ltn poor resources? 

Mr. McCroight.—On tho oontrary, I 
said, if you can got £50,000 take it (great 
cheers). I should like to see Mr, DoCos- 
mos' letter, (prolonged cheering). SCnd 
a telegram to Mr. Mackenzie, that will 
settle the whole question utoiico. 

Loud cheers which were continued for 
aoino minutes. 

Upon order boing restored, Mr. Walk- 
em proceeded to road tho correspon- 
dence but was bo interrupted by his 



wearied ovJQieilde with cries of "time, 
time!" that the Mayor had to implore for 
order. 

Mr. Walkem then alluded to Mr. Do- 
Cosmos' mission to Europe, which was to 
examine the best docks in use there and 
lay his report and scheme before tho 
House. Then would-be the time for tho 
House to act on the scheme aud throw it 
out or adopt it. He [Mr. Wulkom] plead- 
ed for time to allow the Premier to reach 
the Province, he having left Liverpool on 
on tho 22nd December for Victoria. 
Senator Maodonald— And gotjtho money? 
Mr. Walkem — If ho has got the money 
ho will inform the House first, not listen- 
ing inquirers "Time" was here called so 
vigorously, that Mr. Walkem retired 
amid loud cries for "Robertson, Holme- 
ken and Macdonnld." 

Senator Macdonnld attacked the argu- 
ments of Mr. Walkem. He characterized 
tho Government scheme aa absurd and 
said that Mackenzie promised £511,000, he 
would do wrong towards the rest of the 
Dominion. The Reform parly had attack- 
ed the terms of Union iu Parliament, and 
now it was not likely that they would 
give more than the guarantee was 
worth. He called on tho electors not to 
be misled by the sophistries of Walkem 
and Beaven, who, if they could not carry 
their scheme through the House would 
have their pockets touched to tho tune of 
S3, 5(H) a year, [laughter.] Tho country 
had been taxed enough in tho past. Let 
it have a few year's rest, [cheers. ] The 
country need not expect moro than £28,- 
000 and if got that, it would bo paid over 
a long term of years. Hi! warned the elec- 
tors that if they interfered with those 
terms of Union; they would do a vory fool- 
ish thing, [cheers] and had groat plea- 
sure in moving the following resolution: 
"That it would bo highly imprudent to 
interfere with tho terms of Confederation, 
and accept an insignificant sum from the 
Dominion Government (less than 8250,- 
000) in lieu of tho interest guaranteed 
for the building ot Ihe Dock at Esqui- 
malt. That instead of taking a lump sum 
which might be spent for other purposes, 
the host course to adopt would bo for 
this Province to supplement the Domin- 
ion guarantee by giving another ten 
years extra guarantee. That tho 
Electors of Victoria disapprove en- 
tirely of capitalizing tho 847,293 bo- 
ceived by this Province yearly on account 
of tho Public Debt at tho time of Union 
being less in proportion than that of some 
of the other Provinces. That the doctors 
of Victoria will oppose by all lawful moans 
in their power any scheme involving fresh 
taxation." 

There was great applause when tho re- 
solution .was read. 

Mr. J. P. Davies lioro came forward 
and made a few remarks in support of tho 
Dock scheme. Ho was greatly interrupt- 
ed; one gonitis with powerful whistling 
capabilities striking up tho Dead 
March. 

Ho moved in amendment a long pream- 
ble and resolution endorsing the Govern- 
ment sohemo. 

Mr. A. R. Robertson, who was received 
with hearty cheering, reviewed the re- 
marks of tho hon. Attorney-General in a 
very humorous manner, and said that he 
found himself, from having boon a sup 
porter of the Government last session, 
forced into the front ranks of tho Opposi- 
tion. He had taken this step after due 
consideration; but if the Government 
could show that they would receive £50,- 
000 in lieu of the guarantee, every man 
should suppoit it. But tho scheme 
was a myth. He held that another 
s homo should bo adopted side 
by side with this i-Cieme, so that, 
if this fail, another might bo taken up. It 
was time that the Dock was doalt with as 
a work to be acuompolisUed, not talked 
about. The hon. gentleman then review- 
ed the scheme and the negotiations with 
Dominion Government. Tho Chief Com- 
missioner had ridiculed his (Mr. Robert- 
son's) ohoiiie, but he trusted that it was 
not bo bad as the Chief Commissioner's 
logic (laughter) . If the liability of Ca- 
nada is only £28,000, is not that a very 
good reason why Can (da will not give us 
£250.000? He ua.it no aspersion upon 
Mr. Mackenzie or his colleagues. On the 
contrary, they were honorable men, ami 
being so they could not give us moro than 
we weroeotitled to. Mi. Mackenzie, Mr. 
Blake aud Mr. Dorion warned their coun- 
trymen that they were ruining Canada by 
giving British Columbia such good terms 
and yet we are told that those gentlemen 
are now rerdy to not only carry out those 
terms, but to give iu 22.000 pounds in 
addition | Tho proposal, ho contended, 
came from Mr. DeCosmos. The Mac- 
kenzie letter was written 7 days after the 
new Ministry came into power, when only 
himself and one other minister wore at 
Ottawa. He had not then had time to 
consult his colleagues, and Ilia letter did 
not certainly mean to promise to give 
51), 000 pounds to bo released from tho 
guarantee. Messrs, Mackenzie, Blake 
and Doriou, when in Opposition, had all 
opposed the terms given to British Col- 
umbia and had spoken of them as ruinous 
to Canada. Now was it possible to be- 
lieve they would stuitify themselves by 
conduct which would be giving tho he 
to all that they had said? With regard 
to the much talked of eqniva'eut spoken 
of in the letter, it was oertainly probable 
that they would not allow us to place 
whatever construction Wo pleased upon 
the word. On the contrary we should 
only afford them an opportunity to say 
that they will assist us Jo build tho dock 
if we will concede sonio other points, by 
agreeing to which we unsettlo everything 
and practically reopen the Terms of 
Union. If we did not agree to it, the 
Dock scheme will fall through for an- 
other year. Ho did not wish to embarrass 
the Government. He w ould wish them 
decidedly to baihl the dock if the.y wero 
able; but would like to see au alternative 
scheme. 

Respecting the Admiralty grant of £20- 
000, did the audience believe that we 
should receive that grant as a freo gift, 
or believe that wo should bo allowed to 
deal with it at our pleasure? lb) would 
assure them that it would be simply a loan 
at I "r» cent, and would bo subject to strin- 
gent conditions as to the siw aud kind of 
dock to bo built. There was another 
point which rendered him confident that 
the scheme would fail— he might olmo.st 
say had failed. Mr. DeCosmos, ho 
was informed, had left England for Vic- 
toria, and no sound was hoard on these 
shores. Now, did any one acquainted 
with that hon. gentleman think that had 
that had ho been successful he could 
have started without sanding a telegra- 
phic ilourish of trumpets before him, Ho 
would say, in conclusion, that ho would 
like to see the graving dock put on the 
snme footing iu the Speech with other 
public works. Ho would like to hear that 
money was to be appropriated for it as 
for tho roads on the Mainland. Why was 



not this done ? Beciitiso the Government 
wished td leave the matter dependent up- 
ou contingencies and thought that if they 
believed in his logic they would consider 
hiu right in demanding an alternative 
scheme. Tho hon. gent Ionian oat down 
amidst thunders of applause. 

Mr. Rithet briefly secondod tho amend- 
ment of Mr. Davies. 

Mr. Lorrimcr seconded tho original re- 
solution. 

Tho Mayor then put tho question on tho 
amendment. 

Tho "ayes" woro followed with a storm 
of "noes." 

The Mayor, to tho astonishmont of all, 
Byid be was unable to decido and called 
for a show of hands. 

About 100 hands wero hel 1 up in favor 
ami about double that number iu opposi- 
tion, when the Mayor, amidst cries of 
• 'shame t" and groans, decided tho amend- 
ment curried. 

At this extraordinary manifestation of 
partizan feeling on the part of the Chief 
Magistrate a scone of tho wildest coLfu- 
sion occurred, which at one time threat- 
ened serious consequences. 

The crowd lingered in and around the 
hall for some time, indulging iu demon- 
strations both loud and deep, nnd finally 
departed sullenly for their homos. 

What the Mainland Thinks. — Tho 
Mainland Guardian handles tho Speech 
with which the present session of tho 
Legislature was opened without gloves. 
It characterises the document as a trans- 
parent sham. Like every other emana- 
tion of till? present Ministry, and it says: 
— "Intended as a bid for popularity, it is 
simply an egregious specimen of bad 
taste. If our Ministers suppose t hat by 
such means they can throw dust in tho 
eyes of British Columbians, they only 
deceive themselves and render themselves 
moro ridiculous in the eyes of ali right 
thinking men.''

Sesselin is dead. Ho was known in 
Paris by the .sobriquet of the "Emperor."
